Yet lernot the feare of innovation 
driuc vsinto a chilling coldneſle of atte- 
ction, which in feruencie-to adde ynto 
the beautic of Gods houſe, muſt be an- 
{werablcro his bountie,in _ olotie 
ro our kingdome. 

VV hen God doth make perfet that 
good worke which he hath begun in vs, 
it is nota worke of innovation, but an 
addition of grace vnto grace, that wee 
may grow 1n grace yntill the day of 
Chriſt, The fynne riſing ia his glorie, is 
faid toſhine more and more, by difplay- 
1ngthe beames of his brightneſle, vnill 
the perte&tday : the lighr of Gods truth 


once reucaled in the heauen of his: 


Church, defireth to run the ſame courſe 
which the ſame doth in the firmameant, 
till is come vnto the height. 

Religion the older itis,the more fruit- 
full it ſhould be, andthe exerciſes therof 
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TeruſalemsPeaces 
in their puritie more aboundant,like the 
plants of Gods garden, which in their 
age bring forrh more fruit; when other 
trees naturally decay and.-periſh, they 
are moſt greene and flouriſhing. Ir is the 
barrennefſle of religion , which cauſeth 
God1o often to remooue his kingdome 
from nation to nation, vntill hee find a 
people nor onely religious, bur in their 
religion zealous for his gloric . If God 
take his kingdome from vs, our king- 
dome cannot ſtand, for his kingdome 
in the midſt of ours, is as aſtafte in the 
midſt ofa rent whereby it is vpholden. 
Another bleſsing there is, which reli- 
gion ycelderh vato that policie, where- 
with it is combined, For as much as 
common-weales confiſt not of wood 
and ſtane,nor of the dead and ſ{enceleſle 
matters of the earth, but of 'men which 
line; and ynderſtand ; the better they are 
in life, and the bettered they are in their 
vnderſtanding, the better it is much for 
the commonyeale.. And this.is alſo the 
B ij benefit

from cuill: but where this feare is not, 
there is neither cquirie, nor indifferencie, - 


feQions, giveth ſome like cenſure of 
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Teruſalems Peace, 
benefit of religion, which doth qualifie 
the lives and hearts ofmen with ſuch in- 
duments as fitteth them to any profita- 
ble ſeruice appropriatto their callings. 

Salomon therefore ſucceeding his fa- 
ther in che kingdom of Iſrael, defirerh of 
God a wiſe and an vnderſtanding hearr, 
to iudge hispeople by putting diſcretion 
between good and cuill: for as he knew, 
that it was juſtice which exalteth a nati- 
on, and finnethat bringeth ſhame vnto 
a people ; ſo he confefſerh, thar the be- 
inning or fountaine of this wiſdome of 
hearr,was the feare of the Lord, which 
expellcth finne, and cauſerh to decline 


nor common honeſtie to bee looked 
for, as Abrahamtold Abimele/:.Gen. 20, 

The politicke Philoſopher ſeeming 
to haue ſounded the depths of the vn- 
derſtanding part of mans ſoule, as alſo 
the wildnefle and brutiſhneſle of his af- 


him, 
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him, That man being guided by the rule 
of yertue, is the beſt of all creatures, bur 
ouetruled by fenſualitie,and living with- 
out law,is the worſt of all other. : 
W hart che Philoſopher according to 
the iudgement of his time,ſpake of ver- 
rue, we ſpeaking after the knowledge of 
this age, may not vnfitly apply vnto re- 
ligion, the naturall parent of euery true 
and perfeR vettue, 
That man whom either nature or in- 
duſtric hath beautified with many good 
arts and gifts of the mind, if- his heart / 
be ſanQified by the true fear and know. 
ledge of God, whereby hee doth applie 
his good gifts to their right and proper 
end;heis like ynto an angell in the form 
of a man: but be he what a man/poſsi- 
ble may be, only deſtitute of this religi- 
ous feare,| he is in the ſhape of man, a 
creature none more,noilome or dan-. 


That the ſpider ſucketh poyſon, from 
whence the bee draweth honey, is not.

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In the matter deriued ,/but in the ye-.. 


nome of that nature whertby i it 1s di- 


- geſted and turned into: the ſame ſub- 


ſtance. 
All wiſedome commeth of God, and 


there is no wiledome in any man, which 
he hathrnor from God: yet as there are 


ſome wiſe vnto tharwhiciis zood,and 
fimple concerning euill3'ſo there are 
many wiſe onely to that which is-cuill, 
but to good they haue no vnderſtar:- 


dino, The reaſon is;-becauſe vnto the 


pure all rhings are pure,bur vato the vn- 
cleane;, their- mind, their conſcience, 
their wit and wiſedome i Is. imp! Ure and 
defiled. | 

Our ſaniour Chriſt heridice as it 
were to exprefle and commend ynto 
his diſciples the (weer harmonie and 
conſent betweene policie and chriſtiani- 


. tie, willeth-them to be wiſe as ſerpents, 


and {imple as doues : not onely wile, leſt 
as ſerpents by their ſubrilty they became 
occaſions of much harme varo others; 
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neither onely ſimple, leſt in their ſimpli- 
citie they did lay themſelues open to the 
inuries of the world. The ſerpent was 


ſubtiler than any beaſt which: God did'Gen.3; 


make ; this ſharpneſle of wit therefore 
was to bee allayed with the doues fim- 
plicitie, the moſt innocent of all crea- 
tures; and this {implicitic againe was to 

be ſupported by that wiſdome, than the 
which none could bee greater: and this 

is that proportionable mixture which 

produceth a Chriſtian wiſdome, whole 

fruits are pleaſing vato God, and profi- 

table vnto man, _ 

Howlſocuer it be therefore that to 
the managing of politique affaires, they 
ſeeme alwaies to' be fitreſt inſtruments, 
who either by naturall aptneſle or in. 
genious education, arc prepared andin- 
ſtru&ed thereunto ; yet what fitnefle of 
vertue there is inany to thoſe imploy- 
ments, it 1s wholly to. bee aſcribed vnto 
the religion of the perſon, if hee haue 
any; if he be not religious; hee is not 

B uy Ver- 
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vertnous, for he is neither truly vertu- 
ous nor teligious,who isnot both. 

| Much is written ro! commend the 
memorie of thoſe auntient VV orthies 
_ among the heathen, whoſe fame for 
their morall vertues yet liueth, their bo- 
dies hauing for many ages beene putri- 
fied in the duſt. Notwithſtanding ,accor- 
ding as it is in the Proucrbe (znter cacos 
luſcus regnare poteſt) Heethat hath but 
the ſight of halfe an eye , may iuſtly 
 claime to be guide vnto thoſe that are 
ſtarke blind : ſo in the thicke darkenefle 
of thoſe times, and amidſt the manifold 
 heapes of ordinarie corruptions, ſome 


extraordinatyapparances of grauitie and 


ſobrictic might well be had in high eſti- 
mation: but ſuppoſe the beſt,that from 
thoſe men worthie aQions proceeded, 
which gaueteſtimonie of their yertuous 
diſpoſition 3 yeteither we muſt account 
them as fruirs iſſuing from that reue- 
rence which nature had imprinted in 
their hearts, or as effects of ambitious 
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defizes, propoſing vnto themſelues (as 

ther men of more vile aftefion did)the 
nd of thcir aQions pleaſure or profit; 

othey, as one of themſelues ſpeaketh, 
Commemorationem” nominis cun omns 

ofteritate adequandam) the memorie of 
heir name ynto all poſteritie. 

If therefore,there were in them any 

ertue, it was ſuch, as the imperfeion 
pf naturall light was able to praducezor 
as a learned father calleth it, Sp/endidums 
eccatum , a ſinne ſhrowded ynder the 
habir of honeſtic. ., | 
But whether of both it skils not :.I 
ather note that which the holy-ghoſt 
dbſerueth in the praCtiſe of certaine hea- 


then men, . who being idolaters them- 


clues, made both choiſe of religious 
nen, & likewiſe yſe of their religion,to 


rue for their profit, as Putiphay the A- Gen:39. 


yptian did, who made Zoſeph ruler ouer 
iis houſe, becauſe he ſaw the Lord was

a goucrnement vnto their fidelitte : Se- 


condly, that being ſtrangers, they pre- 
ferred them aboue their houſhold and 
natiue people ; finding by expericnce, 
andapproouing by this praQtiſe, that as 
their religion was morediuine,fo in the 
there. was greater exceliencte and per- 
fection of vertue, than in any of their 


owne nation. 


If there were no other argument to 


-. prooue what hath beene propoſed, this 
is ſufficient to. declare the ineſtimable 


benefir of religion, whereby all ſorts of 


- Men are. made more profitable to the 


commonweale intheir feucrall charges: 
| : and 
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and that! religion, the more pure and vn- 
defiled it is in any man, the more con- 
ſcionable it frameth him to the executt- 
on of his dutie and ſernice : for as the eie 
of a mans boaie, the cleerer the Sunne 
light is, the fuller delight it raketh in 
viewing the beautie of thoſe creatures 
which are vnder the Sunne; ſo the con- 
ſcience of man, the mote it is cleanſed 
from ſinne by a religious knowledge 
and feare of God, the more perteCt al- 
pett and reſpeCt it hath vnto God ; by 
beholding of whom , as in warer face 
anſwereth to face, ſo the conſcience 
doth fafhion- it ſelfe ynto the image of 
God in rightcoulneſlc and true holi- 
neſle. | 

Pautes religion, which was his Faith 
and  intentive Hope towards God, 
wrought in him a continuall endeuour, 


tokeepe his conſcience cleere both with AR.z4. 


God and men. 
Ic wasthe feare of God that polel- 
ed | Zoſephs heart, which keptthe eye of 


his 


Gen. 39. 


Eph.4- | 
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his. conſcience waking, to diſcotier the 
temptation of his miſtres, vader which 
was couched a wickednefle and ſinne, 
not onely againſt man,but againſt God. 

Tt is the drowſineſle of conſcience, 
which cauſcth men of high place to 
ſleepe oft times like cammels vader the 
burthen of their ſinnes,and many of the 
meaner ſort like blind men to ſwallow 
much yncleaneneſle, and of euery de- 
greenotafew to lie as dead men in the 
oraues of their ſinfull luſts wichour fee- 
ling: which dulnefle and ſenceleſneſle of 
conſcience the Apoſtle imputeth to no- 
thingels but to the darkeneſle of mens 
vnderltanding, whereby they are ſtran- 
gers from the life of God, that is farre 
widefrom a godly life, through their ig- 
norance, which as a cloud: hideth the 
face of God from their ptclence, whom 
therefore they cannot feare, becauſe 
they know him not , neither can they 
live vato him, of whom they haue no 
reuerence, |

The Prophet Dauid reproouing the 


judges and magiſtrates of his time for pgals:, 


their careleſſe negle& , whereby the

Righteouſneſſe & Peace, Religion and 
 Tuſtice, Plentie and Liberrtie, the chiefe

peopleſo bleſſed, is to confeſle, thatthe 
Lord hath ben gracious vato theirland: 
the nexr, to pray, That peace and glorie

(Nor eſt dienus dandes,qui non 
ef? gratus pro datis) How can Teruſalem 
hope to hauc her peace continued, if ſhe 
be not thankfull for that ſhe hath recei- 
ued? VV herfore let Icruſalem offer vnto 
God the calues of her lips, conteſsing 
his name, and tell the people, whar 
things the Lord hath done for her al- 
readie, whereof ſhe doth reioyce. 

Firſt, Teruſalem hath nor forgotten 
the late altcration of her prince, the ex- 
peCtation whereof cauſed her heart off 
times to be. cold within her breſt : for 
experience bearing record of daungers 
paſt, doth breed after-feare, which is al- 
waies ſuſpitious, that what ſometimes 
hath beene, may in time befall againe. 


Thecondition of Ierufalems peace, | 


by reaſon of home-bred difſentions and 
faftions, was neuer in ſuch likelyhood

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to vhdergoe a more perillous hazard, if 
the dinels working might haue been ac- 
cording to his willing. _ : 
Her Prophets in their zeale preſaged 
fearctull cuents, and that vpon good 
ground, becauſe they ſaw God diſho. 
noured in Church and in Common- 
weale. Her cnemies did murter as they 
did wiſh,in the ynnaturall defire of their 
countries calamitie,hauing a wrie aſpect 
vnto their priuat hope. Enery manthar 
was ignorant of the affaires' of ſtate, 
ſtood dreadfull of vncertaine euils, be- 
ing without aſſurance of any certaine 
ood. 
| Theſucceſle of all thisreſted in the 
hands of God, who notwithſtanding 


 Ithathe ceaſed to poure vitall oyle into 


that princely lampe , whoſe ſhine gaue 
comfort ynto Ieruſalem, yethe ſuffered 
"ot the darkenefle of that night to pol- 
ſeſle vsſo,orſo long,asthat bythe pow- 
r of Sathan, which preuaileth much in 
arkeneſſe, we were any way afflited, 
C ij which 
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which many feared , and ſome deſired, 
and not a fevy expeRted, but God deni- 
ed, who had prouided a preſent ſupplie 
of light renued : thar as it is written of 
the comfortable ſtars,Caftor and Pollux,

_ other: ſo of theſe two, one gaue vp her 
lighr, the other recciued'it . /ernſalerms 
eye ſaw no dreacfull eclipſe, her heart 
had no cauſe to feare any morrtall efte&s.

tues of. Chriſtianitie and princely quali- 


tie reſted on him, who ſtood vp amang 


as it were out of the aſhes of a woman, 
retaining in his life the memorie of her 
neuer-dying honour, expreſsing in his 
gouecrnment the patterne other clemen- 
cie and iuſtice, preſeruing to his gloric, 
and his peoples comfort,the ſtate of the 
kingdome, as he found it, endcuouring 
to better that which is good, and to 
mend that which 'is amifle both in 
Church and Cortmonweale.-O TIeru. 
ſalem praiſe thy Lord, praiſe thy God, 
O Sion, who hath made faſt the bars of 
thy gates, and hath bleſſed thy children 
within thee, by ſetting this peace in thy 
borders. | 
And yet Icrufalem faith, the Lord

Either our aduerſaries the Papiſts are 
idolaters and heretiques, orwe do them 
iniurie; but being ſuch, wee wrong our 
ſelues, by leauing their hands vntied to 
diſquiet the peace of Jeruſalem. 

For what peace may Icruſfalem look 
for in their liberty, whoſe vnderſtanding 
ſuperſtition hath blinded,pride hath file 
led their hearts , malice poſſeſſeth their

fearctull matters, their deſire is greedie 
ypon the exploit of that miſchict which 
they hauc intended.

Teruſalems Peace. 


Prayer is the exprefe image of the 


inward defire of mans ſoule, whereby a- 
mong other requeſts hee commenderh 
vnto God the happie ſucceſſe and cuent 


of thoſe actions, which by ordinarie . 


meanes he vnderraketh. So that as pray- 
. erexcludeth nor ſecond and ſubordinat 


cauſes, it ſclfe being of the ſame nature 


as neceſſary inſtruments to the effeCting 


and atchicuing of good deſires: likewiſe - 


itacknowledgeth all indeuours and im- 
ployments of man, ſeceme they neuer ſo 
poſsible in themſelues, to recciue their 
abilitie of ſucceeding proſperouſly from 
the farit cauſe, which is God. 

; Cloſeandcrafty conſpiracies may be 
diſcoucred and vafolded by wiſedome 
and policie , powerfull praCtiſes with- 
ſtood and reſiſted by forces of like pow- 
cr, and forraine inuaſion prevented by 


prouident care of fortification ; yer the . 


euent of theſe things is alwaies doubt- 
full, becauſe in the mieanes there is no aſ- 
furance: but if with theſe Teruſalem re-

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member the name of the Lord her God, 
he will ſend her ſuch aid from his ſanQu- 
arie as cannot be reſiſted. 

Thus God incſtabliſhing the courſe 
df naturall chings,and giuing power and

moderat the cuent of all aQions accor- 
ding to his pleaſure , who worketh all 
things after the counſaile of his owne 
will. Therefore to exalt himſelte among 
the heathen,the enemies of Sions peace, 
he breaketh the bow, and knappeth the 
ſpeare in fſunder, and deſtroieth the cha» 
riots wherein they truſted : ſo to make 
his name glorious amidſt his owne peo- 
ple, hee deliuereth them ſometimes by 
few, ſometimes by none, to teach them 
not to offer ſacrifice ynto the nets of 
their owne riches, ſtrength, and wiſc- 
dome, as if vitorie did conſiſt in the - 
multitude of men and horſes; but to- 
confeſle an heauenly influence,whichat 
the carneſt prayer of Ieruſalem , ONS 
atlh 
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Ierufalems Peacts 
hath promiſed to infuſe into the hearts 
of her wiſe and valiant men, to bleſle 
their counſailes .at home, and forces a- 
broad, and make their aflayes and art- 
trempts mighty and preuailent , to the 
contintiance of her peace: | 

Behold therefore ye Chriſtian king, 
princes, and people, the —_ of 
Teruſalem, while ſhe is carefull ro nou- 
riſh the bleſſed vnion of religion and 
policie, which within her wals are met 
rogether : of policic, whichby the or.
